On Wednesday, September 26 
council has scheduled a workses- 
sion on the just-released Prelimi- 
nary Greenbelt Metro Area and 
Md. 193 Corridor Sector Plan 
and Proposed Sectional Map 
Amendment (Sector Plan). Coun- 
cil wants to first consider the 
analysis of its planning staff and 
their recommendations for formal 
comments on the plan. The sec- 
tor plan thus, will not be on the 
agenda of council’s meeting on 
September 24. 

Some members of council will 
likely testify at the scheduled 
county joint public hearing in 
Upper Marlboro on the evening 
of October 2. 

Since the deadline for com- 
ments on the Preliminary Plan is 
October 17, it is likely that City 
of Greenbelt’s formal comments 
could be on the agenda of coun- 
cil’s regular meeting October 8. 

Highlights, Vision 

The Preliminary Sector Plan 

covers approximately 1.79 square 


by Thomas X. White 


miles of land adjacent to the 
Greenbelt Metro Station and 
along the University Boulevard 
Corridor (Md. 193, Greenbelt 
Road). Most of the sector plan 
area is within the city limits of 
Greenbelt with a small portion 
south of Md. 193 within the 
Town of Berwyn Heights. 

The plan, as described, “envi- 
sions the future development of 
the Greenbelt Metro Metropoli- 
tan Center as an interconnected, 
vibrant and diverse mixed-use, 
transit-oriented eco-community 
— building on the historic com- 
mitment to sustainability of the 
City of Greenbelt and Town of 
Berwyn Heights.”

saving Lives Beats Saving 
Trucks; Everyone Goes Home

A series of crashes between 
August 18 and September 8 have 
left the Greenbelt area short three 
fire trucks, two of which are 
owned by the Greenbelt Volun- 
teer Fire Department and Rescue 
Squad. The other damaged truck 
belongs to the Branchville Fire/ 
EMS department. The Branch- 
ville Department is also first run 
in much of the city. All three 
trucks are undergoing extensive 
repairs. In the meantime, the 
Greenbelt Department must rely 
on a reserve or borrowed engine 
until its units can be repaired, 
according to Prince George’s 
County fire Spokesperson Mark 
Brady. 

In the August 18 and Septem- 
ber 8 incidents, fire trucks were 


providing “barrier protection” ac- 
cording to Brady on the Capital 
Beltway while fire and rescue 
personnel, police officers and 
civilians are at an accident scene. 
Large, heavy apparatus, normally 
an engine carrying hose and wa- 
ter as well as personnel, is used. 
Flashing emergency lights and 
road flares warn motorists in ad- 
vance of such obstructions. 

In August, the Branchville Fire/ 
EMS unit was providing bar- 
rier protection when it was struck. 
The fire department estimates that 
the truck sustained over $50,000 
in damage, but served its purpose 
of protecting personnel from in- 
jury by an inattentive or impaired

Labor Day Festival 
Bands Too Loud 


The extreme loudness of the 
bands of the Friday and Saturday 
Labor Day Festival nights moti- 
vated me to measure sound levels 
of Wicked Jezebel on Sunday 
night. 

They were playing at 95 to 
110 decibels depending on where 
one was sitting or standing. But 
according to the National Institute 
of Occupational Health and Safety, 
a safe sound level for the duration 
that the band would be playing 
would be about 87 decibels, so 
they were running about 10 deci- 
bels high throughout most of the 
audience but nearly 20 decibels 
high closer to the speakers. 

I informed the sound guys of 
my meter readings and or what 
would be a safe hearing level and 
I asked could they please turn 
down the sound. They refused, 
indicating that the sound board 
was “set” and that they would be 
unable to turn down the sound. 
Because of my insistence on a 
statement from them that they 
were indeed declining to turn 
down the sound I was escorted 
over to a Greenbelt policeman, 
who appreciated my viewpoint 
about public safety but neverthe- 
less indicated that it was unlikely 
anything could be done that same 
evening. 

He recommended that I notify 
the City Council and I have done 
this. Please do the same if you 
agree with me.

For Shame! 

I posted the following to the 
Greenbelters Facebook page Au- 
gust 29, the day after the shooting 
on the basketball court at Mandan 
Field: 

“Incident at the Mandan basket- 
ball courts last night — potentially 
leading to the removal of the rims 
on the court? Please tell me it’s 
not so. Please tell me that the 
actions of a very small group of 
yahoos won’t ruin it for the rest 
of us. Is this another instance of 
overreaction by authorities making 
a mountain out of a molehill? 

For years I’ve asked the police 
to patrol this area after school let 
out. I’ve been to neighborhood 
watch meetings where the Chief 
spewed platitudes about increased 
awareness with no results. I’ve 
asked for bike patrols. I’ve called 
the ERHS School Resource Officer 
personally. I’ve called GPD when 
“things” happened only to get a 
nasty response from dispatchers 
and glacial response from patrols. 
But today there were multiple cars 
on our streets. And everything was 
safe. Any trouble wasn’t staying 
around and it felt wonderful to 
walk the streets with my young 
daughter coming home from school 
knowing I wouldn’t have to deal 
with any .. . yahoos. 

That should be the norm. But 
it wasn’t. And someone got out of 
hand. And something bad appar- 
ently happened. And now instead 
of admitting to their lack of a pro- 
active approach and adjusting ac- 
cordingly, they may just make the 
area uninviting. Even for those of 
us who pay our taxes, take care of 
our neighborhood and vote.” 

Then on September 3, I posted 
the follow-up: 

“They did it. They took down 
the rims at the Mandan basketball 
court. I realize 99% of the people 
in Greenbelt probably don’t care 
or may even applaud this step. 
But in a place that prides itself 
on community, how dare this city 
take away (for some) the one out- 
let that they can truly use to feel 
at home? Are you into knitting? 
reading? tennis? sitting around 
kvetching at the New Deal? How 
would you feel if “they” took away 
your thing? Your place? You’d be 
up in arms, speaking at council 
meetings, voting. But it’s safe 
to take something away from the 
population affected by this brash 
overreach of authority. “They” 
feel safe that the population most 
affected won’t make themselves 
heard. They won’t vote. They are 
accustomed to feeling like outliers 
in our society already so one more 
absurdity won’t matter. 

Shame on this city. Shame on 
the council who let Public Works 
or the Recreation Department take 
away a truly enjoyable and con- 
structive outlet for dozens of our 
community’s youth. And shame 
on everyone else who really don’t 
care. 

And then I realized . . . there 
was no one left to speak out for 
me.” 

I’m livid with our city’s deci- 
sion to punish everyone for the 
crime of one person. That isn’t 
how our city is supposed to act. 
If the same thing happened at the 
tennis courts or the softball field 
would they shut those down? Of 
course not, because they don’t at- 
tract the same clientele — and def- 
initely not the same demographic. 
As I said, shame on the city.

Speak Here on September 22

James Roosevelt, Jr., grand- 
son of Franklin and Eleanor 
Roosevelt, will deliver an ad- 
dress at 2 p.m. Saturday, Sep- 
tember 22 in the gymnasium- 
auditorium of the Community 
Center. Sponsored by the 75th 
Anniversary Committee, the 
event is free and open to all, 
no reservations required.

Roosevelt is president and 
chief executive officer of the 
Tufts Health Plan, headquartered 
in Watertown, Mass., which in- 
cludes a network of 91 hospitals 
and some 35,000 health care 
providers. 

Before joining the Tufts Health 
Plan, he served as associate com- 
missioner for retirement policy for 
the Social Security Administration 
in Washington, D.C., and was 
appointed by then President-elect 
Barack Obama’s transition team 
to co-chair a review of the Social 
Security Administration. 

He has served as chief legal 
counsel for the Massachusetts 
Democratic Party and is co-chair 
of the Rules and Bylaws Com- 
mittee of the Democratic Na- 
tional Committee.

Birds of Many Feathers 
Enliven Greenbelt Scene

More babies! No, this year 
I didn’t have any bunnies born 
in my garden, although I did see 
bunnies around. So there’s a 
mama bunny somewhere going 
strong. 

This year’s babies were birds. 
In the spring a pair of blackbirds 
raised a chick and fed it bugs in 
my front lawn. In the summer 
a young robin sat on my porch 
crying for its parents after being 
forced out of the nest and splash- 
ing with gusto in my bird bath. 

In August the local cardinal 
brought its chick to the planter 
where the bunnies had been born 
last year. This cardinal and its 
mate have been eating at my 
winter feeder for three years now 
and eating berries off the poke- 
weed for the last two summers. 
Bringing the chick into my yard 
shows how much confidence they 
have in not being disturbed. 

Last year catbirds built a nest 
near me. This year I saw one of 
the parents coach a chick in fly- 
ing and an adult feed pokeberries 
to a juvenile bird that had its first 


adult feathers. 

A young mockingbird perched 
on the court sign in my front 
yard and pulled out its infant 
fluff. This sign is near a holly, 
a favorite tree of mockingbirds, 
which will have ripe berries this 
winter and near pokeweed berries 
as well, which the mockingbirds 
eat in late summer. Mocking- 
birds also eat bugs. I’ve seen an 
adult with a mouthful of insects 
perching on the roof of my back 
porch, no doubt on the way to 
feed its young. 

I feed birds in winter, let 
things grow in my yard that they 
like to eat in summer and keep 
a bird bath where blackbirds, rob- 
ins, catbirds and starlings splash 
and where doves, mockingbirds, 
cardinals, chickadees and spar- 
rows drink. (I dump it at night 
to discourage mosquitoes. ) 

In yards around mine are 
plenty of trees and bushes for 
nesting. Look around your court 
and gardenside and see what you 
can take advantage of to support 
the birds.

Services Administration (GSA) 
employment campus supporting 
office, retail and residential uses. 

The Md. 193 Corridor por- 
tion, according to the plan, will 
be “transformed to maximize 
pedestrian and bicycle acces- 
sibility, mobility and safety and 
will act as a unifying presence 
tying regional office parks and 
shopping centers to existing and 
future residential neighborhoods 
and targeted mixed-use and pe- 
destrian oriented development.” 
The final vision is that the sec- 
tor plan recommendations and 
design guidelines and standards 
will foster an enhanced sense 
of place. 

More specifically, the sector 
plan will influence the develop- 
ment pattern by recommending 
land use and urban design strate- 
gies for specific locations, such 
as Franklin Park at Greenbelt 
Station, Beltway Plaza and Gre- 
enway Center/Maryland Trade 
Center. Envisioned is phased 
redevelopment of these existing 
developed areas by providing 
a “framework for vertical and 
horizontal mixed-use development 
over time.” 

Integrated Network 

The plan would also develop 
an integrated network of natural 
areas, public open spaces, urban 
plazas, squares and civic ameni- 
ties. It would focus as well on 
environmental infrastructure to 
assure sustainability, including 
environmentally sensitive design 
techniques, restoration and en- 
hancement of water quality in 
the Indian Creek stream system 
and preservation of the existing 
urban tree canopy and woodland 
conservation. 

The plan also focuses on the 
transportation network, facilitat- 
ing alternate forms of transporta- 
tion by providing a continuous 
network of sidewalks, bikeways, 
trails and by encouraging transit 
use with coordinated operations, 
transit-oriented development and 
by enhancing street and trail 
connectivity. It also envisions 
full interchanges for access to 
the Metro site and return to the 
Beltway as well as some major 
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upgrades to Md. 193 to facilitate 
bicycle lanes and to eliminate 
the current “dangerous” left-hand 
turns from Md. 193 to Md. 201 
(Kenilworth Avenue). 

The plan also supports relo- 
cation of the Greenbelt Volun- 
teer Fire Department and Rescue 
Squad from its current Crescent 
Road location to a parcel south 
of Greenbelt Road and west of 
the Lutheran church. Existing 
historical and cultural sites would 
be recognized. 

In addition, a “Medical Mile” 
would be denoted in the Hanover 
Parkway/Maryland Trade Center 
area to bolster and attract more 
medical facilities to the area. 

Overlay Zone 

Finally, as a highlight, the 
plan will establish a Development 
District Overlay Zone (DDOZ) 
and associated Development Dis- 
trict Standards to implement the 
land use and urban design recom- 
mendations of the Sector Plan. 
Certain parcels within the Sector 
Plan would be rezoned to bring 
the area’s zoning into conformity 
with land use recommendations 
and to amend the uses permit- 
ted by right on property located 
within the DDOZ. 

The next article on the Sec- 
tional Map Amendment will 
cover the proposed zoning 
changes. 

As noted earlier, the Prelimi- 
nary Greenbelt Metro Area and 
Md. 193 Corridor Sector Plan 
and Proposed Sectional Map 
Amendment, once approved and 
adopted by the Prince George’s 
District Council, could have a 
significant impact on how the 
Greenbelt Community will look 
10, 20 or possibly 50 years into 
the future. The plan requires 
and deserves the attention of 
Greenbelt residents and organi- 
zations.

motorist. 

On August 18 around 2:45 
a.m. the Greenbelt department 
responded along with units from 
other fire companies to an ac- 
cident on the inner loop of the 
Beltway between the Parkway 
and the New Carrollton exit and 
its engine 835 was set up for 
barrier protection. A 2005 Lexus 
crashed into the rear and side of 
the truck with damage estimated 
to be in excess of $30,000. The 
driver of the striking vehicle was 
taken into custody for testing for 
impairment and for numerous 
traffic violations by Maryland 
State Police, according to Brady. 

This incident still was not 
over, however. Sometime later, 
a second vehicle crashed into the 
Lexus, narrowly missing firefight- 
ers at the scene. The driver of 
this vehicle drove away, fleeing 
from the accident scene, accord- 
ing to the fire report, but was 
caught by police a short dis- 
tance away. That driver was also 
taken into custody for testing and 
charging. 

In both incidents, there was no 
injury to personnel as the barrier 
trucks served their purpose. 

Brady commented: “I often 
hear from motorists when they 
question why the Fire/EMS de- 
partment blocks an extra lane or 
more of traffic on crash scenes. 
I tell them we are saving lives. 
Once again, ‘barrier protection’ 
has been the difference between 
going to a funeral and going to 
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the repair shop.” 

For the Greenbelt department, 
however, this incident resulted 
in the loss of its second engine. 
On Saturday, September 1, the 
other Greenbelt engine was re- 
sponding to a possible house 
fire in Berwyn Heights when it 
was involved in a collision with 
a vehicle on Kenilworth Avenue 
near the Beltway. Two firefight- 
ers sustained minor injuries and 
the truck sustained significant 
damage and is expected to be 
out of service for an extended 
period of time. The driver of 
the other vehicle was also taken 
to the hospital for evaluation. 
The incident remains under in- 
vestigation by the police and 
Fire/EMS Department Safety 
Office.

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Utopia Film Festival 2012 
To Show Silent City Hero

The eighth year of the Uto- 
pia Film Festival will be held 
in various Greenbelt venues the 
weekend of October 19 through 
21, screening a variety of inde- 
pendent documentaries, shorts, 
animations and film events. 

Morrison, Silent Hero 

In March 1931, a small-town- 
Missouri gas station attendant 
and a local businessman helped 
the FBI snag one of Al Capone’s 
most notorious St. Valentine’s 
Day Massacre cronies. 

But a quirky FBI documentary 
about the capture — in which the 
main characters (save for mobster 
Fred Burke, by then behind bars) 
play themselves — was suppressed 
by the government for 75 years 
out of fear of mob retaliation 
against the citizens who helped 
capture Burke. 

On Sunday, October 21 at 
noon Greenbelt’s Utopia Film 
Festival 2012 will host a free 
screening that includes the vin- 
tage film, “How Fred Burke was 
Captured in 1931” and other 
works at the 1930s-era P&G Old 
Greenbelt Theatre, 129 Center- 
way. 

Allen Morrison, the gutsy Mis- 
sourl businessman who helped 
capture Burke, resettled in Green- 
belt and eventually became a 
prominent city official. Morri- 
son’s son Bill will answer ques- 
tions about the film and his fa-

capture at the free screening, as 
part of a program dedicated to 
Greenbelt’s 75th anniversary.
